his hours and ſpend his money at an alehouſe, than 
carry a parcel of four ounces weight to the diſtance of 
half a mile fer leſs than a ſhilling ; it is one of the 
greateſt conveniences that could have been thought of. 
It is a new undertaking, but we truſt its general utility 
will anſwer its ſucceſs; indeed, if the people ſtudy their 
own intereſt, they will give it all the ſupport they can, 
rather than ſuffer ſach a uſeful eſtab iſhment to drop, as 
in this caſe porters would be more inſolent and exorbi- 
tant than ever. | | 

In China, where every thing is regulated by govern- 
ment with the greateſt exactneſs, there is a ſimilar eſta- 
bliſhmer:t. The porters in every city are there inrolled 
under a chief, who regulates their fares, and is reſponſible 
for their conduct, and the goods entruſted to their care, 
Every thing is there carried by men, and if a perſon 
has occafion for half-a-dozen porters, he applies to this 
chief, pays the price of carriage for each, and takes 
from him fo many tickets, wi.h which he pays the roy 

| | | nen. 
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when they have done their work, who then repair te 
their chief, return the tickets, and take their money, 
_— with him a certain ſmall portion of it for his 
trouble. 

Something ſimilar to this has been inſtituted at Paris, 
is conducted with the greateſt regulation, and is found 
exceedingly uſeful to the people.

tradiſtinction to ſomething carried on under the name of 
a Parcel. poſt, by two men with wheelbarrows, in oppo- 
ſition to the original eſtabliſhers, who are an aſſociation 
of real gentlemen, and who refuſed theſe men admiſſion 
among. them, becauſe they could not _ an equal 
ſum' with themſelves, it being an undertaking attended 
with great expence and reſponſibility, and requiring time 
to make it pay itſelf. ' | 

It's convenience and utility to the public will be evi. 
dent, when the many frauds and impoſitions by ſharpers 
and others are conſidered, and which are diſplayed in 
this work under the head of Cautions, ; and when it is 
further conſidered, that when a perſon ſends his ſervant or 
a porter with a parcel, he is not ſure ſuch parcel is de- 

livered, but when ſent by the Parcel- poſt the proprietors

Since the printing of the foregoin ſheets, the following 
alterations has taken place, pecting the ths 2 
horſes and carriages. 


ERSONS keeping two hoiſes, for FIN or riding, 
pay an addition 5 8, yearly, ſor one.

AWN BROEK ERS. 


BY an act, ſubſequent to the printing of the former 
ſheets, pawn-brokers ſhall not take more than one 
halfpenny per month, for the loan of 25. 6d. and ſo

3d. for every 208. by the calendar month, and fo 
in proportion ; but may take for the ſum borrowed, if 
from 5 8. to 10s, one half-penny for a ticket, or ac- 
knowledgment of having the goods; from 105. to 203. | 
one penny; from 20s. to 51. 2d. and upwards of. five 
pounds, 4d. 29 Gee. III. c. 57. to be in force till the 
end of the next ſaſſtion of parliament. 1

Perſons pawning goods, the property of others, ſhall,
